Why must people and politicians be 
so blind to the twin issues of spending 
and taxation? 

In New York State Gov. Nelson Rock- 
efeller is coming to grips with both. 
In the previous four years state income 
increased by 32 per cent while spending 


jumped 50 per cent. As a result the 
state has been headed downhill toward 
insolvency through increased spending 
without increased taxation. 

Much of the increase, as in Georgia, 
comes about through increased state aid 
to education and other programs in for- 
mulas which become more costly each 
year. 

The politicians, especially Democrats 
in the N.Y. Legislature, loudly are de- 
fending the people against slight in- 
creases in taxes. The same ones who did 
not hesitate to vote the appropriations 
refuse to accept responsibility for them. 
Apparently they have the people on their 
side. 

The alternative—which is forbidden 
in Georgia—is deficit financing. And this 
type of financing, through which services 
become more expensive because they’re 
whittled down by interest, amounts to 
robbing Peter to pay Paul when in- 
dulged in year after year. 

Georgia has been getting around con- 
stitutional prohibition agains t deficit 
spending by authority-type financing. 
The past administration not only indulged 
in this quite liberally but raised taxes 
as well. But now we find ourselves hav- 
ing to fork over about 10 per cent of 
the state’s operating budget to pay prin- 
cipal and interest on debt. 

Deficit or no deficit, the state owes 
the money and is having to pay it. 
Authority-type financing in such in- 
stances as building schools and other in- 
stitutions as well as those which are self- 
liquidating can be justified. But heavy 
deficit spending under this or any other 
guise when used by politicians to delude 
the people and to further their own po- 
litical fortunes is foolish disregard cf the 
public interest. 

Gov. Rockefeller is having a rough 
time in trying to be honest with the 
people. The politicians are playing their 
old game. 

Thanks to public reaction against 
reckless spending and corruption, Gov. 
Vandiver in Georgia is having more suc- 
cess in trying to bring about fiscal sanity. 

In New York, in Georgia or in any 
other governmental unit, it’s time the 
politicians and the people faced -facts and 
accepted the simple axiom that he who 
dances eventually must pay the piper.

The high incidence of armed robber- 
ies and robberies by force occurring in 
Atlanta during the past few weeks—50 
by count in February alone—is alarming. 
There are many reasons, of course, which 
we have outlined here and which the po- 
lice department also has given in detail. 

There have been similar increases in 
other areas of the state as this type of 
crime shows a steady rise on a nation- 
wide scale. But the extraordinary jump in 
such offenses in Atlanta calls for more 
than ordinary measures of prevention. 

Is Atlanta becoming an easy target 
for robberies by force as it has become 
one of the favorite haunts of auto thieves? 
If so, the police department has a two- 
fold task of finding out why and of in- 
stituting measures to check it. 

It is true, of course, that a number of 
arrests have been made of escapees and 
parolees in this robbery spree. Courts are 
still too light on habitual criminals. Sure- 
ness and swiftness of justice are uncer- 
tainties of which the criminal takes full 
advantage. 

Atlanta’s overworked police depart- 
ment is trying hard to bring the situa- 
tion under control. Its members need all 
the help they can get. This hoodlum ele- 
ment must be driven out and Atlanta 
made a community in which crime is un- 
profitable and in which punishment is 
tough and unrelenting.

Chances Looking Dim 


For Berlin Compromise 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev showed 
plainly in his speech Tuesday in Moscow 
that the Russian position on basic issues 
dividing the West and East has not 
changed. 

President Eisenhower indicated just 
as firmly in his press conference Wednes- 
day that the United States will not give 
one single inch in its determination to 
preserve the rights and responsibilities 
of the Western Allies in Berlin. 

Khrushchev’s blast rejecting a Big 
Four foreign ministers meeting on Ger- 
many, coming as it did during his talks 
with British Prime Minister Macmillan, 
leaves the stalemate unchanged. So does 
his threats of war against the West 
should it attempt to supply its Berlin 
military garrisons by force. 

At any rate, the situation remains un- 
changed and it is serious. The West 
serves notice it will not be driven from 
Berlin by force while the Russians in- 
sist they will abrogate treaty obligations 
on May 27, leaving Berlin and East Ger- 
many in the hands of the East German 
Communist regime, 

Perhaps the most alarming aspect of 
the situation is that the Russians may 
have developed a belief in superiority: of 
their military power. If this belief has 
convinced them they can push the West 
around at will, war danger is serious 
indeed. 

The United States and her Allies 
must prepare for the worst. They must 
do so, too, minus the services of John 
Foster Dulles as their chief negotiator. 
Working against a deadline, the West se- 
verely misses its chief architect on Ger- 
man policy.

House Banking Committee 
Wednesday approved a $2,100.- 
000,000 housing measure which 
Republicans promptly denounced 
as a “‘budget-busting bill.”

He has presented a bottle to Alec 
Robertson, British Information Officer for the Southeast, as a 
special gift for Sir John, just in case the Briton prefers it to At- 
lanta’s favorite bourbon.

If you borrow from the bank, 
the bank will ask for an “as- 
signment” which transfers to 
the bank certain rights guaran- 
teed you in the policy. If you 
should die or drop your policy, 
the bank receives what you owe 
it directly from the insurance 
company. If you can’t repay, 
the bank surrenders the policy 
and collects its money. 


If you borrow from the com- 
pany that wrote the policy, the 
interest you must pay is set in 
your policy. In GI policies it 
is 4 per cent a year. In others 
it is 6 per cent in most policies 
issued before 1939 or so, 5 per 
cent in most policies issued 
since. 

The rate of interest charged 
by a bank is not so cut-and- 
dried. You'll have to ask how 
much you will have to pay. If 
the loan is a large one — say 
in excess of $1,000 or $1,500, as 
yours would be — the bank may 
be willing to make the loan at 
a lower rate of interest than 
the insurance company would 
charge. 


But if you borrow from a 
bank on your policy, be sure the 
“assignment” which transfers 


one called collateral, not one 

called absolute.

How Effective 


Is Ulcer Surgery? 


The operation usually done for 
the ulcer that cannot be healed 
with medical treatment is to re- 
move half to three quarters of 
the stomach. 


This is done in the hope of pre- 
venting the stomach acid from 
being secreted in large enough 
quantity to keep the ulcer un 
healed, as well as to prevent the 
vigorous muscular action which 
is a mischievous accessory to the 
acid, 


The more stomach removed, 
the greater is thought to be the 
success of the operation. Actual- 
ly, it has been highly successful 
in many cases. Patients very 
often enjoy freedom from ulcer 
pain and in many cases excellent 
health.

Immediately following the op- 
eration, and sometimes for a 
longer time, there are some un- 
pleasant symptoms. The so-called 
dumping syndrome is the most 
‘common difficulty here. Food 
spends too little time in the stump 
of the stomach and is too quickly 
‘“‘dumped’’ into the small intes- 
tine. This puis an unusual burden 
on the workings of the intestine. 


Other unpleasant resulis may 
also follow these stomach opera- 
tions. One is a failure to gain 
weight. The best way to combat 
this resulting undernourishment 
is to eat small but frequent meals 
of high caloric value. 


When anemia does occur it 
adds to the disabling—or at least 
disheartening — conditions which 
sometimes make the patient won- 
der why he ever had this opera- 
tion. 


With anemia, it is advisable to 
determine what kind it is. Treat- 
ment is different, depending upon 
the type. Shortage of iron may 
cause the anemia, but it is con- 
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ceivable also that there is a de- 
ficiency of Vitamin Bi2. Treat- 
ment can be given for either.

Answer: Sticking with well- 
known stocks may not be scien- 
tific. But it can pay off. Once you 
move away from the big outfits, 
you usually have to do a great 
deal more investigating of stocks 
that you are interested in.

Big corporations can 
survive bad breaks much more 
easily than small and medium- 
sized firms.
